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Selectmen 


Opt For 


Consultant On 
Cablevision License

The two cable television companies 
competing for Andover’s 15-year franchise 
have agreed to share the cost of hiring.a 
consultant, at the selectmen‘s request, to 
study the companies’ financial 
statements. 

Rollins Cablevision, the company which 
earned the Cable Advisory Committee’s 
recommendation, reluctantly agreed to 
‘help pay for the consultant because ‘‘we 
don’t think we have any choice,”’ Rollins 
counsel George Shinney told selectmen 
Monday night. 


The public hearing on the cable license . 


remains open, and the selectmen will seek 
a 30-day extension on their Nov. 18 
deadline for awarding the license. 

After failing to win the advisory com- 
mittee’s recommendation, Continental 
Cablevision last week suggested that the 
selectmen call in a consultant to compare 
the two companies’ financial proposals, 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark agreed 
_ that it would be ‘‘prudent’’ to retain a con- 
sultant to study the companies’ financial 
statements, because that wauld ‘‘assure 
that we will not be passing on 
(unreasonable) rate increases to con- 
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sumers in future years.’ 

The selectmen Monday night asked both 
companies to submit lists of potential con- 
sultants to the town manager as soon as 
possible. If the two lists do not include at 


* least one match, the advisory committee 


and manager will meet with represen- 
tatives of both companies to choose a con- 
sultant, Clark said. 

State Cable TV Commissioner Jeffrey 
Forbes appeared before the selectmen at 
this week’s meeting to offer his thoughts 
on hiring a consultant. Forbes advised 
the board that applicants could pay for a 
consultant if they did so voluntarily. ‘‘But 
it would give me some pause if the town 
wanted to order an applicant to pay for a 
consultant.’’ 

Continental representative Robert 
Stengel, director of government affairs, 
proposed that both companies pay for the 
consultant, both to insure that the consul- 
tant would be objective, and because it 
would be ‘‘more equitable.’’ However, he 
added that his company would. pay the en- 
tire cost ‘‘if Rollins chooses not to.”’ 

After a brief hallway conference, 
Rollins representatives agreed to pay half 
the consultant’s fees. However, they also 
offered a ‘‘counter-proposal’’: that the 
selectmen award the provisional license to 
Rollins, and hire a consultant to study the 
company’s finances during .the 
probationary period. 

Under these conditions, Rollins would 
pay the full consultant’s fees, Shinney 
Said. 

The selectmen, however, opposed the 
idea of either compahy paying the full 
cost, and rejected Rollins’ proposal. 

The two companies also disagreed on 
the cost of hiring a consultant: while 
Stengel suggested the fees might total $2,- 
000, Shirney maintained that the fee might 
be as high as $30,000. 

That cost will ultimately ‘‘be passed on 
to the citizens of Andover (as part of) the 
rate structure’ of either company, 


'Shinney warned. 


The applicants and town officials also 
remain unclear on the depth of the study 
the consultant must undertake. 

Continental’s Stengel said that a consul- 
tant could reach a conclusion after only 


‘“‘one week's work. The consultant would- 


simply look at the internal consistency (of 
the applications) and the financial con- 
siderations,”’ 

Commissioner Forbes, however, said a 
consultant might have to look at the 
applications as a whole to determine their 
financial feasibility. 

“The other major problem is that you 
will be asking the consultant to make 
some assumptions about the future, 15

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Andover Follows 
Trends Supporting 
Reagan; Prop 2%

Ronald Reagan swept Andover along in 
his landslide victory; winning more than 
51 percent of the town’s vote. With 13,793 
voters turning out at the polls — 82 percent 
of the town’s registered voters — 7,117 
ballots were cast for the president-elect. 

President Carter won a little over 29 
percent of Andover’s vote, with 4,026 
ballots cast in his favor, while John Ander- 
son fared better than he did in the rest of 
the state, garnering over 17 percent of the 
vote, with 2,397 votes. 

Andover voters, following statewide 
sentiment, voted a resounding ‘‘yes’’ on 
question two, the controversial Proposi- 
tion 2%. That ballot question won nearly 60 
percent of the town vote, with 8,234 ballots 
cast in favor of the tax-cutting referendum 
question. 

In the Fifth Congressional district, in- 
cumbent James Shannon won nearly 58 
percent of the vote in Andover, with 
William Sawyer taking 36 percent of the 
vote. 


Senator Robert Buell of the First Essex 


and Middlesex district won nearly 51 per- 
cent of the Andover vote, while William 
Gustus took more than 39 percent in that 
district. i 

In addition to their ‘‘yes’’ vote on 
Proposition 2%, Andover voters also 
favored question one, rights for the han- 
dicapped, by more then 58 percent; and 
question five, limiting the state’s power to 
mandate local programs, by more than 64 
percent. MAO upee 

Andover voters turned thumbs down on 
the legislative pay raise, ballot question 
four, by a loud-and-clear 81 percent; on 
question three, an alternative to 2%, by 
nearly 62 percent; and on question six, 
which would change the legislative 
procedure for emergency votes, by 61 per- 
cent. 

While townspeople turned out at the 
polls in impressive numbers, very few 
appeared at town hall Tuesday night to 
await the results. 

At nine p.m., as the first returns were

‘“‘We have a number of other large pro- 
jects coming up down the line,’’ he has ex- 
plained, adding that he would like to leave 
the town with the ‘fairly modest debt” 
that he inherited as manager. 


The selectmen, however, consider a 20- 
year issue to be a ‘“‘viable alternative,”’ 
said Chairman James Abramson, pointing 
out that 15 and 20-year issues are ‘‘the 
norm’’ for most municipalities.

What do you do when you’re looking for 
something to keep you busy and you don’t 
want to go back to work?

“I never knew how hard these people 
worked until I offered to help out with 
program advertising and subscription 
Sales,”’ said Mrs. Tarro, wife of oral sur- 
geon Dr. Allen Tarro. 


As an Andover resident for the past 11 
years, Kathy has been actively involved 
with community affairs for some time. 
She has been the chairperson for the 
Merrimack Valley Cancer Society and is 
currently membership chairperson for the 
Merrimack Valley for the Sidney Farber 

ancer Institution of Boston. In addition, 
K has been involved with the Ladies of 
St. Joseph’s Hospital and Ladies of 
Merrimack. College. 


‘(I was approached by the theatre early 
in 1979, during its inaugural season,” said 
Mrs. Tarro. ‘‘People who had worked with 
me on other Community projects had pass- 
ed my name on to Mark Kaufman (MRT’s 
artistic director) and Nancy Donahue 
(président of the theatre’s board). When 
they asked if I’d like to help out, I thought 
that the theatre sounded like a terrific 
idea. The Merrimack Valley needed a 
professional performing arts organization. 
I figured that I’dbe able to help out with 
fundraising and things like that.’’ 


Kathy has proven to be more than just a 
helping hand. Her work for the theatre has 
been invaluable. During this past pre- 
season, Kathy arranged all of the sub- 
scription coffees and business luncheons 
that marketing director David Balsom 
calls ‘‘cultural tupperwear parties.’’ The 
purpose of these informal presentations 
was to acquaint potential subscribers and 
theatre goers with MRT’s upcoming 
season. Mrs. Tarro was also responsible 
for selling program advertising to area 
merchants, and singlehandedly sold the 
entire program for the season. In addition 
to her fundraising activities, she also 
serves on the executive committee of the 
theatre’s board of directors. 


Kathy is a dedicated ‘‘workaholic.’’ Her 
activities don’t end with the theatre. She 
also teaches Christian doctrine classes at 
St. Augustine’s Church in Andover. In her 
free time Kathy enjoys redecorating her 
home and is an avid tennis player. 


When asked about her schedule, and the 
possible reasons behind it, Kathy con- 
fesses, ‘I have to have more than just a 
home and a family. For some people that’s 
enough, but I need a home life as well as 
something to involve me with the outside 
world. I’ve always been like that. I’ve 
always made time to take on projects, but 
always a project that will benefit other 
people in the community. It’s important. I 
obviously enjoy my work at the theatre. 
It’s like giving birth to a project and see- 
ing it crawl and then walk — motherhood 
with different labor pains!’’

The sense of pessimism grew stronger 
as the returns trickled in, precinct by 
precinct. ‘‘Now we'll see where the cuts 
will be — you’ll pay, people, you’ll pay,’’ 
predicted one observer. 

The townspeople also seemed surprised 
by Reagan’s overwhelming success in An- 
dover, calling it ‘‘staggering’’ and ‘‘ab- 
solutely amazing.’’ 

“This wave of conservatism is dis- 
gusting,’ said one Shannon worker, shak- 
ing his head as he recorded the precinct 
returns. ‘‘They’re mad, that’s all — I’m 
just glad they’re not mad at Jimmy Shan- 
non.”’ 

Another bystander quipped, ‘‘I guess 
Amy Carter’s stand on nuclear prolifera- 
tion didn’t go over too well,’ a reference 
to one of the president’s most noted 
remarks during last week’s debate. 

Later, a few more Shannon supporters 
gathered to check the final results. But as 
the final results were posted, those 
waiting took one last look and left with lit- 
tle comment. By 10 p.m., the town hall 
lobby was empty.

Carrier Retires After 38 Years

Andover’s State Rep. Gerald M. Cohen 
expressed disappointment at the large 
plurality accorded Proposition 2% on 
Tuesday’s ballot, but looked upon the 
result as a boost for ‘‘the Cohen 
amendment.” 

Cohen, chairman of the committee on 
taxation, has toured the state the past few 
months, participating in debates and, in 
general, expressing opposition to Question 
2 on Tuesday’s ballot. 

His disappointment in the Tuesday 
result which saw Prop. 2% favored by 
more than two-to-one, was more in the 
size of the plurality, since he felt the 
proposal stood a good chance of success 
before the polls opened. 


He will meet with legislative leadership 
and others today to comment on the man- 
date issued Tuesday as well as suggest 
ways to meet the demands set by the peo- 
ple of the Commonwealth. 


-The representative viewed the vote with 
the comment, ‘‘the public has sent the 
message that this state’s lopsided reliance 
on the property tax is at an end, and we 
have a perspective on the legislative ac- 
tion this message requires.”’ 

Paramount in Cohen’s thoughts is his 
proposal to provide tax relief through the 
Cohen amendment which places a ceiling 
on the total burden imposed by state and 
local taxes combined. 


Since the legislature can amend Prop. - 


2%, Cohen is suggesting that ceiling on the 
total burden be realized through adopting 
a 15.5 average individual cost to persons 
for state and local government costs. 
This is achieved by taking all the funds 
provided government by individuals, in- 


res 


cluding taxes, user fees, licenses, etc., for 
which Massachusetts residents now pay 16 
percent of their personal income. 

The national average is 15.5 percent and 
the legislature should aim for that level in 
the next year, then when it is in place, 
build a model by which the state and local 
governments can operate, Cohen feels. 

He believes that considerations on new 
revenue packages at the state level will 
come up in late spring or summer of next 
year and will become major battles. 

Recognizing that Prop. 2% results in 
$700 million in lost revenues, Cohen feels it 
is reasonable to assume that the state can 
raise half of that amount through the

While recuperating and waiting for the election results 
to settle down, here are a few suggestions and thoughts 
beginning with the Andover — 


Polling Place 


— which was thoroughly jammed on election day, par- 
ticularly during the peak periods of early morning and 
the late rush hour, from 4 p.m. on. 

Tuesday’s exercise in the Democratic process here, 
Should give reason enough to study the advisability of 
returning to the old individual precinct polling 
locations. 

There are those who will claim that public reaction to 
the single polling place — the high school gym — still is 
workable through an educational process. 

That people panicked viewing the long traffic lines. 

That parking wasn’t available. 

But, the finest educational programing in the world is 
apparently not going to make the situation any better. 

The system has been tried for a couple of years. We 
have gone through local, state and national elections, 
and found the system wanting. 

The heavy turnout on Tuesday was indication enough 
that while it may be economical to have only the one 
polling location, the old system seems more suitable. 

There are less people to accommodate in the in- 
dividual precincts. It is easier for those in the area to go 
to a more accessible neighborhood polling place. The 
tendency toward confusion resulting from crowded con- 
ditions is lessened. 

It’s possible that the move back to the eight single 
polling locations may result in a little expenditure, but 
in terms of saving aggravation, being more convenient 
and making the Democratic process less cumbersome, 
it would be worthwhile to take a long, hard look at the 
Situation before the next election rolls around. 


Free Consult 


While the above suggestion indicates the necessity 
to spend some money, let’s present.a money-saving tip, 


whether it be public or private funds needed for that 
consultant service to come up with a Cable TV service 
for the town. 

Selectmen this week have accepted the fact that both 
Rollins Cablevision and Continental Cablevision will 
accept costs of retaining a consultant to look at the 
proposals. This follows an over year-long study by a 
specially appointed town committee which recommend- 
ed that Rollins be given the franchise. 

Admittedly this is a layman’s perspective of the situa- 
tion, but two items stand out. Rollins did $400 million in 
business last year. A report in a Boston newspaper this 
week listed Rollins as among four of the top cablevision 
firms in the country as being an applicant for the Boston 
franchise. 

Based on those two items, Rollins could be adjudged 
to be financially sound and worthy of local licensing 
consideration. 

The consultant fee for the above advisory is provided 
gratis. 


Still Hope 


While we accept the fact that the new Informational 
Material Center (library) at West Junior High is to be a 
pagoda, we see a ray of hope. 

At the recent school building committee meeting, it 
was revealed that the construction of the IMC will have 
to be done ‘‘blind’’ due to logistics. 

The IMC will be installed in what is now a courtyard, 
thus a crane will be lifting the various parts over the 
roof into the construction area. 

Now, if we can keep the plans out by the crane, and let 
the workmen assemble the parts in the courtyard, 
maybe, just maybe, we won’t have the pagoda clashing 
with that delicate mosaic which adorns the auditorium 
section of the junior high. 

Between pagodas, mosaics and Bancroft, Andover is 
destined to be the epitome of architectural potpourri. 
Suppose for the kind of money we’ré spending, we’ve 
earned it.

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Warriors Shut Out Again

The injury-riddled Andover High foot- 
ball team continued to have problems put- 
ting points on the board, stretching their 
winless streak through four games with a 
tough 12-0 loss to fired-up Methuen last 
Saturday at the Rangers’ Nicholson 
Stadium. 

The Golden Warriors, who started the 
season with three straight wins against 
Wilmington, Austin Prep and Greater- 
Lawrence Regional, now find themselves 
at 3-3-1 and struggling to avoid the first 
losing campaign for an Andover grid team 
in the last decade. 

The AHS trademark over the years has 
been a diversified and explosive offense, 
and in the opening three games this Fall 
that continued as Coach Dick Collins’ 
squad put 73 points on the board. 

However, in the last 4% games the 
Warriors have been able to score just one 
touchdown as a combination of fine defen- 
Sive play by the opposition, torrential 
rains and injuries have put a clamp on the 
Andover run-and-shoot. 

The Warriors went scoreless in the se- 
cond half against Greater-Lawrence, 
dropped a 17-0 decision to Lawrence High, 
lost to Chelmsford 15-6, tied Billerica 0-0 
in the rain, and bowed to Methuen. 

Andover entered the Methuen game 
with running backs Tom Wilkins and Russ 
Lewis watching from the sidelines in 

‘street clothes, and midway through the se- 
cond quarter No. 1 quarterback Brien 
Moriarty left the game with an injury. 

Junior Carmen Scarpa did a solid job the 
rest of the way at QB, and sophomore 
Greg Sacco showed excellent potential and 
filled in admirably in the backfield, but 
Andover was unable to sustain a drive un- 
til late in the final period. 

The Warriors produced only 46 yards on 
the ground and 73 in the air. 

Methuen went almost exclusively with 
its running game, chewing up 171 yards, 
but the only pass the Rangers’ completed 
in five attempts went for their insurance 
touchdown. | 


Jozokos Scores Early 


Andover came out af the chute wheeling 
and dealing, with Sacco unloading a long 
lefthanded option bomb on their first play, 
but the ball just slipped through the out- 
stretched arms of a diving Tim Grams 
deep in Methuen territory. 

A short tirne later Glenn McIntyre, who 
averaged 32 yards a punt, toed the first of 
his eight kicks and Jim Graham returned 
it 29 yards to midfield. 

Graham then hit the AHS line for two 
yards, and on the next play QB Mike 
Jozokos snaked through the middle, burst 
into the open and raced 48 yards for the 
first Methuen TD. . 

Jozokos emerged as the top rusher in the 
game with 88 yards in eight carries. 

Methuen got three craks at the two-point 
conversion, but eventually came up 
empty-handed. 

On the first try, a pass, Andover was 
called for offensive interference.

legislative process, while the remaining 
half will have to come through cutting 
back inefficiencies and services in state 
and local government. 

“There are going to have to be some 
tough decisions made at the local level 
(due to the Tuesday decision,)’ Cohen 


Said, noting that over $2 million has to be’ 


cut in Andover’s budget, alone. Lawrence 
will be losing $3 million. 

Cohen said that on the bright side the 
State’s economy is healthy, with the un- 
employment rate among the lowest in the 
country, along with continued industrial 
expansion and development within the 
State, with Andover an excellent example. 
Such things generate new revenues which 
will assist in dealing with the decision 
rendered on Tuesday. 

In discussing the ramifications of Prop. 
2¥2 with the leadership and others today, 
Cohen intends to point out, ‘‘its emphasis 
on features like sharp property tax reduc- 
tion and full funding of state-mandated 
programs, the proposition provides the 
foundation for future policy. 
Nevertheless, the legislature must 
assume the task of correcting drafting im- 
perfections in the 2% statute which make 
its literal implementation impossible.
